Applicant's arguments see remarks, filed 08/30/10, with respect to claims 1-2, 5- 
17 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 04/30/10 have 
been withdrawn and claims allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach or suggest the recited 
arcuate piece has in the middle portion a radius of curvature R1 which is greater than a 
rib height RH of the corrugated rib, wherein the arcuate piece has in the first outer 
portion a radius of curvature R2 which is lower than a rib height RH of the corrugated 
rib.
